The senate met to give Senator Nye 
opportunity to press his measure, post- 
poning effectiveness of the restrictive 
immigration bill for one year, but ad- 
journed in a half hour. Senator Rob- 
inson scolde@# the senate for meeting 
on Sunday. In the house, Representa- 
tive Lankford, of Georgia, was not al- 
lowed to speak in censure of the Sun- 
day meeting, but placed his remarks 
in the record.

FARMERS ADVISED 
TO LEAVE POORER 
LAND IDLE YEAR 


Eugene Talmadge, state commis- 
sioner of agriculture, advises farm- 
ers to let some of their poorer lands 
lay idle this year if it is found im- 
possible to fertilize such lands., 

“T understand that it has been dif- 
ficult for some of the farmers to se- 
cure fertilizer,” says Mr. Talmadge 
in the current issue of the Georgia 
Market Bulletin. “If you cannot get 
all the fertilizer you want suppose 
you let some of the poorest of your 
fields lay out. Work your best land 
and you can make a fairly good crop 
with an application of only soda or 
sulphate of ammonia on the cotton 
immediately after you chop it. This 
plan might pay you better in the 
long run than trying to work your 
unprofitable lands.” 

Mr. Talmadge says many fields in 
a good state of eultivation will make 
a good crop without application of 
fertilizer, but believes a larger crop 
could be realized with its use. 

“But don’t lose heart because you 
cannot ‘buy all the fertilizer you 
he says. “Prepare your land 
better and work it better. Remem- 
ber that if you do not buy fertilizer 
you won't have to pay for it. You 
at least save that much.” 

Mr. Talmadge sees an increase in 
the interest in dairying in Georgia, 
but thinks it necessary to raise feed 
at home if it is to pay. He sug- 
gests planting of large feed crops..

A change in the basic principle 
of Georgia's tax system would in- 
volvé the fundamentals of government 
which “cannot be departed from with- 
out ultimate disaster,” in the opinion 
of former Governor John M. Slaton. 

For that reason, he says, the spe- 
cial tax commission appointed by Gov- 
ernor Hardman to study and recom- 
mend changes in the existing tax sys- 
tem is faced ‘with. grare responsibili- 
ties, which might well react “upon 
the welfare and happiness of the pres- 
eut and future generations of (eéor- 
gians.’ 

Mr. Slaton, who is president of the 
Georgia Bar association, says that it 


is impossible to supply the wants “of 


those who lay awake at nights think- 
ing of some new plan by which an 
imaginary benefit may be conferred bv 
putting the tax collector's hand deeper 
in the taxpayers’ pocket.”

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WOUNDED AT BANQUET 
MAN DIES: BANDIT HELD 


West Palm Beach, Fla., March 3-— 
(P)---Horace M. Wells. automobiie 
dealer of Southampton, L. I., died in 
a hospital from a bullet wound re- 
ceived at the hands of T. South- 
werth, who held up and robbed a din- 
ner party at a fashionable home here 
last Saturday night. 

Shot through the abdomen by a stee] 
jacketed bullet, Wells was taken to a 
hospital, where he hovered between 
life and death for nearly a week. 

Southworth, who was enptured at 
Stuart two hours after the hoeidup and 
shooting, confessed to the crime, plead- 
ed guilty to two charges of robbery, 
and was sentenced to 30 years im- 
prisoument. 

When authorities learned of Wells’ 
death, they immediately started to pre- 
pare murder charges against 


him on trial soon. 

Shortly after Southworth was sen- 
tenced on the robbery charges, officers 
found a razor blade concealed in his 
bedding, which a fellow prisoner said 
Southworth had intended to use in an 
effort to take his own life. 

The robbery and shooting occurred 
at the home of Mrs. Vincent Hall, 
who was entertaining a party of six. 
After he had relieved the guests of 
money and jewels, Southworth said 
Wells attempted to grapple with him 
and that the revolver was discharged. 

Southworth then forced one of fhe 
guests to drive him to a hotel, where 
he obtained his baggage, and then to a 
point six miles north of the city, 
where he forced the driver from the 
ear. Southworth proceeded to Stuart, 
where he was.captured by authorities, 
who returned him to the county jail 
here two hours after the holdup.

At the same time it is obviously 
possible that for a purely organizing 
and marketing job, search might 
readily have been made among men 
having no experience as farmers and 
no experience in public life.

‘or head of a great industrial corpora- 
|tion, might be the best possible man 
ifor the job of organizing the farmers 
into great cooperative associations and 
setting up channels for the flow of 
crops to consumers. If for this task 
i better men might be found among 
‘bankers or business men, the’ answer 
is that in practice it was impossible 
to take the secretary of agriculture 
from such quarters. 


Result of Careful Search. 

There is such a thing as a tyranny 
of terminology or a taboo of termin- 
ology, whichever way one looks at it. 
Because of the compulsion of the 
, word, if nothing else, a secretary of 
agriculture must have some identity 
with farming and must come from'a 
farming territory. Often it is assum- 
led that nobody except a “dirt farmer” 
‘is capable of doing anything for agri- 
‘culture as an industry. With the field 
thus limited, ex-Governor Hyde was 
the result of a minute and careful 
search to find the best possible man. 

If all this so far seems a little like 
explaining the Hyde appointment, that 
is not, in fact, the intention. Ex-Gov- 
ernor Hyde's appropriateness will be 
better realized if it is understood that 
what is about to be done about farm- 
ing goes much farther than coopera- 
tive associations and marketing. The 
farm problem is as man-armed as an 
octopus, and must be attacked from 
as many different sides. For example, 
excessive local taxation on land is 
one of the chief burdens of agricul-| 
ture. The remedy lies in the states | 
and not in the nation. 

Nevertheless, the secretary of agri- 
culture should be a man who under-! 
stands local taxation and who can 
promote that form of farm relief. This | 
is but one of many illustrations of the | 
| fact that a well equipped secretary of 
acriculture under present conditions 
| should have many capacities in addi- 
tion to those of organizing cooperag 
tive associations and markets.

Professor O. W. Spracue, Harvard 
School of Business, says there is close 
relationship between the long extend- 
ed rise in stocks nad the almost equal- 
ly long extended inflation of credit. 

While the function of the market 
is to discount the future, Dr. Sprague 
believes it is clearly not doing that 
when values are being boosted upon 
“the treacherous foundation of in- 
creasing supplies of credit secured at 
advancing rates.” 

And this well-known Harvard pro- 
fessor of business says credit is being 
used to an excessive extent in the 
market when its “volume permits anid 
accentuates dealings which give rise to 
prices out of accord. with a conserva- 
tive eapitalizati on of assured earning 
power. 

But can the federal reserve control 
prices? The late Ben Strong, gover- 
nor of the Federal Reserve Bank of 
New York, made the public statement 
that while the volume of credit could 
be fairly well controlled by the federal 
reserve, that institution could not con- 
trol prices, as there were too many 
other factors entering in to give the 
reserve any such power; neither could 
the reserve banks prevent certain in- 
or corporations or even 


own funds. 
Cuts Power. 

Tt was Owen Young, vice chairman 
of the Federal Reserve Bank of New 
York and chairman of the Genera]! 
Electric company, who said recently 
he did not believe the American people 
would long permit the federal reserve 
or any other government agency to 


| have drastic and extraordinary power 


over banking and credit. 
But that the federal reserve has the 
power necessary to keep credit condi- 


| tions within sound limits is challenged 
_by few students of banking. 


Still, the important question which 
needs clearing up is the matter of the 
legal reserve ratios. Perhaps the re- 
serve against time deposits should be 
restored to what it was in 1918— 
5 per cent. 

Several banking authorities have 
suggested that the distinction between 


weavings and demand deposits be made 


much clearer, And when this is done 
the task of getting all of the banking 
resources of the nation unified in the 
federal reserve system will be the next 
limportant job. 

Federal reserve leadership has had 
a severe setback. Speculators again 
are in control of the market. Some of 
the larger ones, like W. C. Durant, 
have publicly ch: illenged the leadership 
of the reserve. It is undeniably true 
that the federal reserve leadership is 
weak in spots. One well-known bank- 
er in a talk with me suggested more 
compensation, especially to the mem-

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PAST WEEK WITNESSES 
FIRM TREND IN COTTON 


New Orleans, March 3.—(4)—A 
fair degree of activity featured the 
cotton market during the past week 
and prices were on the upgrade most 
of the period, due largely 
prompt caring for March tenders, per- 
mitting the satisfactory liquidation 
of that option, but also to the un- 
favorable weather experienced during 
the greater part of the week in the 
belt and the activity reported in the 
cotton goods markets. 

Not only were the notices of 15,000 
bales issued last Saturday promptly 
stopped by spot interests but later 
tenders of nearly 10,00 bales addi- 
tional were also promptly cared for. 
Much of the cotton tendered on con- 
tracts is coming out of the Galveston 
and Houston certificated stocks. De- 
spite the prompt disposition of the no- 
tices issued here the market contin- 
ued somewhat nervous until the ex- 
tent and disposition of the notices is- 
sued in New York on Tuesday,: the 
first March notice day in that mar- 
ket, became known. 

The notices issued in the northern 
market were not as numerous as had 
been looked for. calling for between 
40,000 and 45,000 bales, and as was 
the case with the tenders here they 
were all stopped by spot interests, An 
interesting feature of the March op- 
tion liquidation was the small differ- 
ence prevailing between March and 
Mav'in both markets. 

The suecessful disposition of the 
March position, coupled with the un- 
favorable weather for farm prepara- 
tions for the new crop and the im- 
proved demand for cotton textiles, 
caused prices to advance until May 
traded as high as 19.97 or practically 

50 a bale above the close of Sat- 
not last. July crossed the 20-cent 
line to 20.03. both active months mak- 
ing new highs for the present move- 
ment. 

Although there was the usual profit- 
taking early Saturday the market 
strengthened again at the end owing 
to the favorable textile advices.
